MUFFLER CUTOUT UNNECESSARY 

Popping Motors Shown to Be a Nuis¬ 
ance Without a Good Excuse 

Most convincing proof was furnished 
during themotor tests conducted un¬ 
der the auspices of tile Touring Club 
of America in support of the dub's 
agitation to eliminate the use of tile 
muffler cutout on automobiles, a move¬ 
ment that has spread throughout the 
country. With a view to demonstrat¬ 
ing that a motor equipped with a 
properly designed muffler will develop 
its maximum power without the use 
of a cutout, the Touring club arranged 
for the use of a practical experimental 
use of a ear, which was installed in 
thi* laboratory of Joseph Tracy, the 
well known automobile c ngineer, when 
a series of tests were made daring the 
week under the diredlon of Mr. Tracy, 
chairman of the club's tedinh al com¬ 
mittee. The tigures obtained showed 
a much less percentage of ioss in pow ¬ 
er without the cutout than by the ex¬ 
periments recently conducted in Ren¬ 
don upon some of the best makes of 
foreign cars 

During the tests several series **f 
horse power readings were made at 
motor speeds of from 300 to 1,800 rev¬ 
olutions per minute, with they muffler ' 
connected In the usual manner and 1 
cutout closed. 

So far as known, Chairman Tracy's j 
tests were the tirst public demonstra¬ 
tion ever made in this country by a 
distinguished authority, and the results 
aie to be use' 1 by tlie Touring club as 
a basis ku* .1 recommendation to be 
submitted to State and municipal au¬ 
thorities throughout the country for 
the enactment of uniform motor laws j 
and regulations. 

That the outcome of the tests effect¬ 
ually disposes of any theories hereto¬ 
fore advanced In support of the cut¬ 
out is made e\ ideal by the following 
table, where ,1 low. Intermediate and 
high speed are taken as examples of 
the performance of the motor used 
under both conditions:

These tests, 
which were conducted under the tuts- 
li|, rs of the Touring club, were in con¬ 
nection with the vigorous campaign 
which that organization lias been con¬ 
ducting for the elimination of the 
muffler cutout The civic authorities 
in many of tin* leading cities regard 
the noisy motor exhaust as intolerable 
ami an unnecessary public nuisance, 
as is evidenced by the local ordinances 
which have been enacted prohibiting 
the use of the cutout In many munici¬ 
palities.

The cost value 
of the tin, will he determined at its 
completion, to lie used as a basis foi 
its acquisition by the city if necessary j 
for use by the proposed municipal rail¬ 
way. 

With the building of the San Pedro! 
Street line provision will he mad* foi 
handling cars from the north division j 
of the Pacific Electric through the east 
end of the building at Sixth and Main 
Sierra Madre. Monrovia. Alliambia and j 
Pasadena ears will thus avoid the long j 
delays caused by the crowded condi¬ 
tion of Main street during the ru-ii j 
hours. It is admitted that the final ! 
solution of the difficulty will be the 
building of a subw ay or an elevated | 
system which will reach the heart of j 
the city without interference from the j 
local surface traffi*

IMPROVED BY INSTALLATION

as compared with the old carbon 
sparks that glowed on the street cor¬ 
ners, merely Indicating where to altn 
for the next corner instead of really 
lighting the streets. Not only are the 
new* lights bright enough to have real 
illuminating power, hut (lie city trus¬ 
tees ordered a number of additional 
lamps installed with a resulting in¬ 
crease in the efficiency of tlie ser¬ 
vice. Rarge clusters have been hung 
at tlie points of the triangle in which ! 
tlie Pacific Electric station is situated. 
The brackets by which tlie single lamps 
arc* hung from poles are longer anil a 
new type of enamelled reflector is 
used.

LETTER FROM CAPTAIN OSGOOD

letter from Captain J. A. Osgood, ex¬ 
planatory **f his position us a candi¬ 
date for city trustee On oil** point tlie 
letter is in error. It was not in an 
editorial but ill a first page ii**w> story 
of the campaign that the statement 
was made that "tlie latest obtainable 
report is that Captain Osgood, aftei 
alternately consenting and refusing, 
lias dually agreed tc* be a third can¬ 
didate." it was a simple statement of 
fact, not a matter of personal opinion 
such as would be confined to tlie edi¬ 
torial column, as the following facts 
will show : 

Three days pi*-vi**us to tlie writing 
of the article Captain Osgood came to 
the editor of Hie News saying he lia*i 
been asked to run and had at first 
consented. He said he found the re¬ 
quests were coming largely from an 
element he did not care to line up with, 
had told them he would have noth¬ 
ing to do with the thing, and would j 
not be a candidate. Rater it was re¬ 
ported that he had agreed to run and 
was circulating liis nominating peti¬ 
tion at the time tlie article in question j 
was written. The* News concedes the 
absolute right of Captain Osgood to 
mu h*r any office lie chooses but must | 
certainly plead "not guilty to any 
charge of misstatement of facts. 

C:q tain i isgood’s letter follows* 

Sierra Madre. April 14th, 1912. 

To tin* Editor of the Sierra Madre 

News: —* 

Dear Sir: I 11 your paper of March 
Nth, in an editorial, I note tlie follow¬ 
ing words in reference to tlie political 
situation in Sierra Madre, "And th** 
latest obtainable report was that Capt. 
j. A. Osgood, after alternately con¬ 
senting and refusing, lias finally agreed 
to be a third candidate.” 

In answer t** this, and t>> numerous 
enquiries made since then, I wish t*> 
make public the following statement 
I had been urged by many to run for 
til** office of Trustee. But 1 did hesi¬ 
tate, for 110 mi** enjoys til ing subjected 
to tin* misleading statements which 
assail candidates for political office. 

I ilid not consent to run until after 
a talk with Mayor Jones, during which * 
In* reminded me that Hi** absolute con¬ 
trol of all matters pertaining to *>ur 
water supply will in Hie future la* in 
Hu* hands of 111** City Trustees. My 
own opinion Is that the Trustees al¬ 
ready have enough official burdens !" 
bear, and that .1 special commission 
should lie appointed *>r elected t*> take 
charge of the water department, as is 
tin* case in Eos Angeles. But sine* 
tin* law directs otherwise ill our city. 1 
thought that my experience, gained 
through active service In this line of 
work, belli in R**s Angeles and Sierra 
Madre. might he of use t*• our people 
For eleven years I was in the employ 
of Hi** Is*s Angllelea city water vein 
pany under Win. M ulliollund. who is 
Chief engineer of the Eos Angeles 
water department and of Owens river 
aqueduct. For many years, at differ¬ 
ent 1 1 mi’s, I have been one of the di 
rectors of our local water company, 
and I am intensely interested In the 
development and management of the 
water system of our city. For these 
reasons I finally consented I** become 
a candidate for Hi** office of Oily Trus¬ 
tee, after having at lirst refused t*> 
consider the proposition.
